GOOD NEWS AND BAD NEWS 
COMES FROM SOUND OF MUSIC 


By Bill Rodgers 


RE: The Barn theater’s 
current attraction, “The Sound 
Of Music,” we have good news 
and bad news. 

First, the good news: Darleen 
Walsh, with a tremendous voice 
of professional potential; the 
children of Captain von Trapp, 
in a most enjoyable 
performance; a chorus that is 
. pleasing to listen to; 
performances by individual 
actors that, for the most part, 
are quite well done. 

Now, the bad news: Sound 
Of Music presents technical 
problems beyond the capacity of 
the Barn, reflected by swishing 
curtains and time lags for 
innumerable scene changes that 
interrupt the flow of the play; 
inadequate orchestra space 
reflects in something less than 
the best pit music that is 
available in this community; 
with exception of Mrs. Walsh, 
voices are not strong enough to 
carry the lead roles; as a total 
production, The Sound Of Music 
never really fills the theater with 
the sound of music. 

Balancing the good news and 
the bad news, Sound Of Music 
shapes up as another good Barn 
production - not an outstanding 
production, and not what we 
would personally like to have 
seen in commemorating the 
Barn’s 25th year.

Production Is 
High In County 


VISALIA — The Tulare Dairy 
Herd Improvement association 
‘had 138 herds with a total of 
48,919 cows on test during the 
month of May, and 40,418 cows 
were tested during the month, 
according to Gale G. Gurtle, 
Tulare County Farm advisor. 

Average production of all 
cows on Official testing was 
1189 pounds of milk and 43.06 
pounds of butterfat for the 
month. Average production of 
the cows in milk was 1447 
pounds of milk and 52.43 
pounds of butterfat, with 212 
cows completing lactation 
records of 700 pounds of fat or 
more and 86 first-calf heifers 
with 600 pounds or more. 
During the month 840 cows 


were culled from all herds on 
official testing. 

A grade Holstein owned by L. 
Raviscioni Farms of Waukena 
was listed as having completed 
the highest lactation record 
during the month of May, 
producing 23,968 pounds of 
milk and 997 pounds of 
butterfat during her 305-day 
lactation. 

Leading first-calf heifer in the 
association to finish a lactation 
during the month of May was a 
grade Holstein owned by Tony 
Faria, Jr. of Tulare. This heifer 
produced 11,065 pounds of milk 
and 874 pounds of butterfat 
during her 305-day lactation.
